I have a few comments on the education system from a first-hand 
perspective, not just broad generalizations. 


Because we moved 3 or 4 miles to what I thought was a nicer 
neighborhood, our son was expected to go to a grossly inferior 

school district. There is a huge disparity of per student expenditures 
between the two adjacent school districts and don't think that 

money doesn't matter. 


In Kindergarten, we paid for a private school. 


In First Grade we initially used the address of one of our rental 
properties and later applied for a boundary exemption. In short, 
I personally have driven my son to school and picked him up 

for eight years because the schools I can see from my house 

are sub-standard. 


Even in the better school, math is taught with no emphasis on 
skills of calculation. We have paid for private math instruction 
for our son in the Kumon program for 7 years and he routinely 
tests several years ahead on math tests given at his school. 


These are my personal experiences, lately. 


I could tell you about paying out-of-state tuition to get my BS 
degree when I got out of the Navy. Like I had a choice about 
my residency in the Navy. 


What is your point and what does it have to do with QRP? 


In my limited experience. folks are very reluctant to vote for 
tax increases to fund education (that is too liberal) and so 
teachers are underpaid grossly. Many of the good ones go 

to industry if they have math or science skills. What's left? 


Do you volunteer at your local school? Most have opportunities 
for volunteers to impact the lives of children...no wait... 


None of this has anything to do with QRP and probably many 
more people have similar experiences, but they choose to

> complain about a public school and use a false address to attend another 
> public school. Either work for change within the system, move if it is 
that 

> important to you, or pay the tuition to a private school. But don't tell 
me 

> how bad our educational system is. My students in biology are studying 

> things that I did not study in college in the 60's. The educational 
system 

> in the US is doing just fine. 


Two systems and only one works. I will let you guess which one that is. One 
has standards and teaches what the kids need in life. The other teaches kids 
that its okay if they think 2+2=5 as long as their self esteem is intact. 
There is no way that you can tell me that the average school is doing better 
now than back in the 60's. SAT scores have been falling year by year. Even 


after dumbing the tests down, scores are still lower than when I was in high 
school. As one who was a corporate manager for many years, I can tell you 
that new college graduates are far poorer writers today then they were 35-40 
years ago. Today's high school graduates often have to take remedial 
courses, when they enter college, to get up to college standards. 


Why work within the system. Even if you are lucky, your kid will slip 
through the cracks because it will take more than the three or four years 
your kid attends a school to get any kind of change.

I have a question : I am considering replacing a coil wound on a plastic 
slug tuned coil form with one of the L-43 or L-57 slug tuned shielded coils. 
When I calculate the inductance of my coil wound on the plastic slug 
tuned form do I first calculate the inductance as an air wound coil and then 
multiply it by a factor relating to the core material? For example, 22 turns 

of #28 magnet wire, close spaced, on a .21" OD form yields a certain 


inductance value in air, but I need to know the inductance value with the 
iron powder slug approx. 75% of way in coil. If I recall the tuning core 
will increase inductance approx. 50%??

Look at the enrollment of a first tier school (especially engineering) and 
you will see a large contingent of foreign students. Their best and 
brightest. At the other end I have seen college graduates with skills and 
knowledge no higher than I had when I graduated from high school. 


I am sure some got their Extra by memorizing 
the questions and answers while others knew the material. (I actually find it 
too difficult to memorize answers.) Perhaps the real question is what the ham 
does after (s)he passes the exam.

NVIS is a function of the "critical frequency". This is the frequency where 
a signal arriving at normal incidence to the ionosphere will be scattered 
back to earth (straight up and back down). The critical frequency oftens 
drops below 7 MHz in the hours of darkness this time of year and your signal 
will go right on out to space (no NVIS). During the middle of the day or at 
a lower frequency your results with your low dipole would have been much 
better.

THE NATURAL LIFE CYCLE OF MAILING LISTS

6a. Smug complacency and stagnation (the purists flame everyone who asks an 
‘old' question or responds with humor to a serious post; newbies are 
rebuffed; traffic drops to a doze-producing level of a few minor issues; all 
interesting discussions happen by private email and are limited to a few 
participants; the purists spend lots of time self-righteously congratulating 
each other on keeping off-topic threads off the list). OR 

6b. Maturity (a few people quit in a huff; the rest of the participants stay 
near stage 4, with stage 5 popping up briefly every few weeks; many people 
wear out their second or third ‘delete’ key, but the list lives contentedly 
ever after).

Not entirely scratch, but I'm fairly well along on the W7ZOI/K7TAU 
Spectrum Analyzer. 

I have alot of spare time on my hands, and my sense of "cheap" 
won't allow me to purchase the kit from Kanga, so I spent the first 
month on this project designing my own PCBs. I wanted to incorporate 
many SMT parts into the project. 

With that done, I've been regularly raiding the junque box looking 
for appropriate parts. Since I had no VCOs, and a month of 
experimentation yielded nothing useful, I bought two. So far, I haven't 
had to buy anything else. I had to get a little inventive on the 100MHz 
crystal, but found that I could run many crystals on their 5th or 7th 
overtone quite easily. Thus, 100MHzZ becomes 102MHz. 

Believe it or not, I may have to purchase a transformer for the 
+/-15VDC power supply. I have nothing that will go that high at the 
current the V+ rail requires. Or I may redesign the project to run at 
+/-12VDC. Haven't decided yet. 

The new IF has been a bit of an annoyance. I have a couple of 
AD8307s, but don't have the final Op-amp specified in the project. I 


*xDOx have an AD8310 which contains it's own op-amp. My less expensive 
method of making PCBs won't allow traces as thin as .003", so my 
attempts at using the '8310 haven't been successful yet. I'm not sure 
yet whether to "bite the bullet" on this one and purchase some PnP blue, 
or use a '8307 and try a more basic NE5534 op-amp. 

Otherwise, testing of the individual modules has been very 
encouraging. I'm encasing the tested and working modules now and hope 
to have a working unit within a couple of weeks. Since I've redesigned 
the original and used many substitute parts, the finished product will 
probably be very raw and require a lot of tweaking. 

Face it, a homebrew project is never done.

Was re-reading the Aug 2001 QRP Homebrewer and decided to try W2BVH's 
MOSFET amp. Decided that I just didn't understand it enough and should 
experiment with it for 40M to "figger" it out. I built just the amp (no 
output filter) and fed it with my Icom 735 ALC'd back to 60mW. This 
little amp is amazing! 


It's comprised of 4 caps, a toroid, a resistor, IRF510 and a 10K pot, 
that's it. I built mine on a solderless proto-board, the kind of thing 

you just stick parts into, several rows are connected with little fingers 
underneath. Now, with a 12.8V (190ma) supply I'm getting 2W out (with 60mW 
in) with about 82% efficiency. W2BVH wonders in the article about what 

an increase in supply voltage will do to the output. Well, I wondered too 
and that's where it gets weird. 


I upped the supply to 26V (2 gel cells) and reset the pot for 1mA idle as 
before. Now I get 6.12W out, not bad you say, well read on. At that 
power it's drawing 210mA from the battery. I'll save you the math, 5.46W 
in, 6.12W or 112% efficient :) 


Hang on a minute... Wanna check something before I make a total idiot out 
of myself. 
!@H#$%$%* analog meters! ! DOH! was reading the wrong scale. So input was 


24.3V at 320mA or 7.78W in, 6.12W out (60mw in) , and 78% efficiency. 
Whew, that was close:) 


I've also been trying to work out the relationship of input capacitance, 
coil and frequency. I'm using almost the same uH in the coil as Lenny, 
but it seems to play better on 40 than 80. Also I have some IRF540's, 
that have a lower on resistance and faster switching time, but they do 
worse than the IRF510. I would think I could get more power out with a 
lower resistance, and run a higher frequency with the better switch 
times. So far that's not the case. I've changed the coil a few times, 
and can "sweep" the amp with the MFJ259 while I watch the output on the 
scope, and the current drawn from the supply. I can't seem to come up 
with any "rules of thumb" for Class E amps. I'm xassuming* that the coil 
would get smaller as the frequency goes up, but now I'm starting to doubt 
even that assumption. 


The article uses a filter that transforms output impedance from 100 ohms 
at the drain to 50 ohms at the antenna, so I've been using a 4W 100 ohm 
dummy load on it. (The 100 ohm dummy load is factored into the power 


calualtions) When the dummy load gets hot, the current starts to go 

up, but the MOSFET only barely gets warm to the touch. At the 2W level, I 
left it key-down for over five minutes and could still touch the 1" 

square heat sink I have on the transistor. So even anecdotal evidence 
would help in trying to get some basic rules together on this thing. I've 
been to Glenn VE3DNL's page, but I'm just not "gettin' it". 


After this, I think I'll move on to the 25W 2xIRF510 amp in the W1FB 
Design Notebook. But I guess I'll have to talk about that one some other 
list :)

MOSFET amp. Decided that I just didn't understand it enough and should 
experiment with it for 40M to "figger" it out. I built just the amp (no 
output filter) and fed it with my Icom 735 ALC'd back to 60mW. This 
little amp is amazing! 


It's comprised of 4 caps, a toroid, a resistor, IRF510 and a 10K pot, 
that's it. I built mine on a solderless proto-board, the kind of thing 

you just stick parts into, several rows are connected with little fingers 
underneath. Now, with a 12.8V (190ma) supply I'm getting 2W out (with 60mW 
in) with about 82% efficiency. W2BVH wonders in the article about what 

an increase in supply voltage will do to the output. Well, I wondered too 
and that's where it gets weird. 


I upped the supply to 26V (2 gel cells) and reset the pot for 1mA idle as 
before. Now I get 6.12W out, not bad you say, well read on. At that 
power it's drawing 210mA from the battery. I'll save you the math, 5.46W 
in, 6.12W or 112% efficient :) 


Hang on a minute... Wanna check something before I make a total idiot out 
of myself. 


!@#$%$%% analog meters!! DOH! was reading the wrong scale. So input was 
24.3V at 320mA or 7.78W in, 6.12W out (60mw in) , and 78% efficiency. 


VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV 


Whew, that was close:) 


I've also been trying to work out the relationship of input capacitance, 
coil and frequency. I'm using almost the same uH in the coil as Lenny, 
but it seems to play better on 40 than 80. Also I have some IRF540's, 
that have a lower on resistance and faster switching time, but they do 
worse than the IRF510. I would think I could get more power out with a 
lower resistance, and run a higher frequency with the better switch 
times. So far that's not the case. I've changed the coil a few times, 
and can "sweep" the amp with the MFJ259 while I watch the output on the 
scope, and the current drawn from the supply. I can't seem to come up 
with any "rules of thumb" for Class E amps. I'm xassuming* that the coil 
would get smaller as the frequency goes up, but now I'm starting to doubt 
even that assumption. 


The article uses a filter that transforms output impedance from 100 ohms 
at the drain to 50 ohms at the antenna, so I've been using a 4W 100 ohm 
dummy load on it. (The 100 ohm dummy load is factored into the power 
calualtions) When the dummy load gets hot, the current starts to go 

up, but the MOSFET only barely gets warm to the touch. At the 2W level, I 
left it key-down for over five minutes and could still touch the 1" 

square heat sink I have on the transistor. So even anecdotal evidence 
would help in trying to get some basic rules together on this thing. I've 
been to Glenn VE3DNL's page, but I'm just not "gettin' it". 


After this, I think I'll move on to the 25W 2xIRF510 amp in the W1FB 
Design Notebook. But I guess I'll have to talk about that one some other 
list :) 

WARNING!! Several IRF510's and IRF540's were harmed in the making of this 
post.

Lets not all get overly concerned ICW RF exposure, especially at QRP levels. 
Again go back to the ARRL handbook and study the subject. Basically on HF 
below 100 watts there is not a lot to worry about, especially with CW & SSB 
where the on time is such a small part of the operating time (duty cycle). 


However shielding to prevent un-desired signal pickup is a pretty good 
concern. Say for example you have a computer on your ham shack table and 
there is a good probability of noise pickup if the tuner sits on the 
monitor; better to run a little more coax to get the tuner beyond noise 
sources.

==>HAM RADIO HAS ROLE IN GUAM RELIEF, RECOVERY 


After a supertyphoon struck the Pacific Territory of Guam earlier this 
month, an opportunity for hams to step in and provide emergency 
communications never materialized, mostly due to a lack of fuel on the 
stricken island. Nonetheless, ham radio is playing a role as Guam 
residents get back on their feet. 


"Most of the guys are trying to get themselves back together," said Dick 


Manns, KH2G, "but one of the main problems immediately after the typhoon 


was fuel for generators, as the tank farm was burning and no fuel could 
be 

brought out and what little was available was being reserved for 
emergency 

vehicles." The Marianas Amateur Radio Club has discussed setting up 
emergency communications systems, he said, but insufficient funding has 
hampered the effort. 


Supertyphoon Pongsona hammered Guam December 8. Manns says FEMA, the US 
military and the nongovernmental relief organizations have been helping 
a 

lot in the typhoon's aftermath. But, it would have been nice, he 
suggested, if local hams had been able to reciprocate with some 
communications help using portable repeaters and packet radio. Another 
problem: The storm pretty much devastated amateur antenna systems, he 
said. 


Duncan Campbell, KF6ILA/KH2, was one of the few hams able to get on the 
air in the first few days after the storm hit, felling the island's lone 


2-meter repeater tower in the process. Island hams used 2-meter FM 
simplex 

aS a major means of communication, Campbell said. The repeater 
reportedly 

is back up. He was able to make several stateside HF to relay needs, but 


fuel to run emergency generators for radio use became scarce, and he had 
to shut down after December 10. 

Manns said electrical power remains out for most residents and that only 
about a third of the electrically powered water wells on Guam were 


functional. Telephone service remains out "pretty much island-wide for 
varying amounts of time" due to the power outages, he said. It's 


expected 
to be several months until electrical power is fully restored on Guam. 


At one point, despite an active listening campaign, Amateur Radio 
operators on the air from Guam were simply not to be found. "We have six 


amateurs engaged in this, almost our entire complement of HF operators," 


said ARRL District Emergency Coordinator for the Commonwealth of the 
Northern Mariana Islands (CNMI) Tim Hayes, NHOH, December 15. Amateurs 
on 

Saipan monitored the agreed-upon emergency frequency of 7085 kHz almost 
continuously for a week without hearing a single Guam signal, he said. 
The 

Pacific Inter-Island Net on 14,320 kHz also made a special effort to 
listen for Guam stations. 


Meanwhile, the American Red Cross, The Salvation Army and 28 US 
Government 

agencies have combined to provide relief and recovery services. Reports 
say 1750 homes were destroyed or left uninhabitable by the typhoon. 


The Salvation Army is operating 12 temporary shelters and housing an 
estimated 3000 residents left homeless. Salvation Army Team Emergency 
Radio Network (SATERN) Coordinator Pat McPherson, WW9E, said SATERN this 


week established contact between Guam and the SATERN national office in 
Chicago via an EchoLink connection--a marriage of Amateur Radio and the 
Internet. McPherson credited Al Paja, WH2Z, on Guam with helping to set 
up 

the EchoLink connection. 


Campbell, Manns and others have been able to maintain communication to 
the 

outside world via the Internet after December 11. The fiber optic line 
between Guam and the Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands 
survived 

the storm, and local Internet Service Providers were able to reconnect 
to 

the backbone. With semi-reliable cellular telephone service available, 
Campbell was able to post updates on local conditions to several 
Internet 

bulletin boards. 


The Guam Pacific Daily News Web site <http://www.guampdn.com/> also has 
remained active and current. It continues to provide a major conduit for 


those outside the island to leave messages for friends and relatives on 


Guam. 
Amateurs affiliated with the US Department of Health and Human Services' 


Office of Emergency Response flew to Guam. "We're very active here with 
disaster relief and have two sites operational on HF," said Steve "Sid" 
Caesar, NH7C, the team's communications officer. Others on that team 
include Satoshi Manabe, WH6CTO, and Jayson Kohama, WH6BXK. Caesar has 
been 

in regular contact with amateurs in Hawaii over the past week.

Sounds like you're having lots of fun with Lenny's Class E Amp article from 
issue #6 of QHB magazine Chris. Building up circuits and playing 
with/modifying them to better understand things is one of the great joys of 
homebrewing. 


A tidbit that I can add to perhaps describe the power discrepancies you 
mentioned is that it appears you don't have the low pass output filter 
hooked up and just have a resistor on the output of the MOSFET transistor. 
The apparent power seen (felt) in the resistive dummy load placed before 
(without) the LPF would be lots different than it would be a 50-ohm dummy 
load placed on the output of the LPF. The filter removes a significant 
amount of spectral garbage that otherwise is present, resulting in a more 
singular frequency being output. On the “input side" of the filter all the 
spectral garbage (switching noise, et al) adds to the apparent power going 
into the resistor and is quite difficult to calculate by conventional means. 


I'm not sure this condition of not having the filter hooked up even 
addresses your question of how the MOSFET isn't getting hot, but I've 
forwarded your message over to the author (Lenny Wintfeld, W2BVH) and Joe 
Everhart, N2CX who worked with Lenny behind the scenes on this project. 
Perhaps they'll have some insight to add.

I won't call that a Class E amplifier. A or C, depending on where you set 
the bias, but not E. Class E implies some sort of pulse or digital drive, 
in order to operate the FET in a switching mode. That is not present in 
this amplifier. 


I would make two changes to the circuit presented at: 
http: //www.njqrp.org/qhbextra/6/6b.html 


1. Add a 100-470 ohm resistor between the gate and the bias trim pot. That 
will give the driver a conistant impedance to look into, regardless of the 
bias trimmer setting. (by-pass the wiper/gate resistor junction, with a .1 
ufd cap) 


2. Add some regulation to the bias trimmer input. A couple of LED's in 
series make a reasonably good regulator for about 3 volts. (add a series 
resistor to the voltage feed of the trimmer and add the LED's from that 
junction to ground. 


It's actually safer to just run one LED, so the bais can't go over 1.2 -1.5 
volts. This is enough to reduce the peak to peak drive needed, but not high 
enough to actually turn the FET on when there is no signal present, so no 
chance of the drain current getting out of hand.

After several months of intermittent problems, I finally took my PC apart 
for a closer look. I found a huge number of failed electrolytic caps on my 
ABIT motherboard. These have blown out and leaked all over the place. What 
a mess. 


Since it is out of warranty, I am wondering how difficult it would be to 
replace these caps myself. I'm just not sure what complications are caused 


by trying to desolder on the multi-layer PCB. 


The mobo has about 40 of these caps, and about half already show signs of 
leaking or bulging, so I'm figuring to replace them all. 


Any advice on working on motherboards? 

BTW, I did a little research and found that this is a known problem, not 
just with ABIT and not just with motherboards. Apparently, there are large 
numbers of capacitors from Taiwan that have defective electrolyte. These 
are appearing in consumer electronics all over the place. I read that Ford 
and Bose were having mass failures in their car radios and amplifiers. 

But my next motherboard won't be ABIT.

I really like Jim's Precision VXO circuit that appeared in the Atlanticon 
Compendium and later the NJQRP Homebrewer. And with the kit they offer you 
can end up with a really nice looking signal generator. But I wanted to 
customize it a bit, so I started putting it together Manhattan style using 
Dan's shrapnel-pads. Here's the tale with some of the variations I put in 
and stuff I learned: 


First, I didn't have a handful of nice DPDT mini-toggles to spare, so I 
decided to do the inductor switching thing with a DIP switch. But it 
consists of SPSTs, so instead of "Switching around" the molded inductors, 
I put them all in series and have the DIP switches shorting out the unused 
ones. 


Built the oscillator, FET follower, and amplifier. Used a 2K 10-t pot 
instead of 5K, because that's what I have. It worked and looked good on 
the scope, tuning was smooth and the waveform and amplitude remained 
undistorted and constant over the tuning range. I was getting about -2 dB 
output. I wanted a little more juice out ot the thing because I was 
planning to use resistive matching instead of 4:1 transformers and needed 
to make up the losses. So I changed up the circuit between the follower 
and the Norton amp so all of the follower's RF current went into the amp 
instead of about 10%. I didn't see any need to match the input of the 
amplifier to the circuit driving it. Feel free to straighten me out on 
this, as long as you don't want to take away my extra ticket. Anyway, I 
got the output up to about +10 dBm or so now. 


As I said, I used resistive pads to put my test crystal in a 12.5 ohm 
environment. Someone had suggested this on QRP-L earlier. With resistors 
OR transformers, the effect is to narrow the bandwidth and also to make the 
crystal Rs easier to measure, as it has a greater sway here than in the 50 
ohm world. Due to the narrower bandwidth, you need a good stable 
generator, adjustable to a Hz or two easily. The K8IQY PVXO is great for 
this if you don't have a DDS lying around. My matching circuit consists of 
two tee matcher/attenuators, one on either side of the crystal. The 
attenuation of each is 16 dB. The 50 ohm ends are 44.2 ohm resistors. The 
middle leg to ground is 8.1 ohms (two 16.2's in parallel). The 12.5 ohm 


end calculates to be about 5 ohms but is left out in this case. The 
resistance of the crystal being approximately 10 ohms, makes up this leg 
for for both matchers. Typical variations in Rs won't throw off the 
resistance seen from outside looking in or inside looking out by a 
significant amount. 


For a detector in crystal testing, I use the Kanga log power meter. It'll 
go down to about -70 dBm, so I didn't have to worry about the 32 dB I was 
throwing away in the matcher. I also added a switchable -3 dB pad between 
the output and the detector. That makes looking for the -3 dB points a 
little easier. (You don't have to calculate 0.707 times the peak.) 


I also added a separate amplifier driven off of the FET follower to provide 
an input to my frequency counter. It's an old and none too sensitive 
Goldstar. I used what I call the Bad Amp circuit. It's bad because it 
breaks all the rules--gain varies with beta and so on. But it's an easy 
way to get high gain and really easy to build with a transistor, two 
resistors and two coupling capacitors. Connect a 2.2k resistor from Vcc to 
collector and a 220k from collector to base and ground the emitter. Input 
to the base and output from the collector. I think I've seen variations on 
this in NJQRP's frequency counter, Paul Harden's regen receiver, and Tom 
Engdahl's page has a version as a microphone preamp. Make the big 
resistor's value beta times the smaller one and the collector voltage will 
be at about 1/2 of supply. 


But the coolest thing about studying Jim's PVXO was trying to figure out 
the Norton amplifier. Don't say "read the book" on this one--it's not easy 
to find in The Book or on the web. It's easy to build but hard to analyze 
due to the strange 3-winding transformer with two unequal windings in the 
collector lead and a one turn winding in the input (emitter) lead. I 
finally found a fairly good rundown in Hayward's Introduction to Radio 
Frequency Design. Turns out you can characterize the thing just by 
considering the transfomer as an ideal transformer. That means all fluxes 
cancel, which also means that the total ampere-turns of currents flowing 
into the three dots equals zero. Take it from there. 


The transformer keeps everything in lockstep & the transistor supplies the 
power gain. If the winding turns are in a certain ratio, the input 
resistance will equal the connected load resistance and the power gain will 
depend on the number of turns. When the winding connected to Vcc has m 
turns and the one connected to the collector has n turns, the required 
relationship is this: 


n=m2-m- 1 
And power gain is Gt = m2. 


Sets of reasonable numbers of turns to produce this amplifier and resulting 


power gains are (m, n, dB) = 


(2, 1, 6) 

(3, 5, 9.5) 
(4, 11, 12) 
(5, 9, 14) 


Having the input resistance equal the output resistance can be good in 
cases where you have a constant load, such as 50 ohms, and the driving 
stage needs to see the same resistance. That's the case with a lot of 
filters. In many cases, as Hayward pointed out, having input R dependent 
on the load would be a bad thing, but here it's just what we want. Another 
"bad amp" that can be good. So it just depends, and one size does not fit 
all, eh? 


This amplifier is also called the Norton Noiseless amplifier. I think 
that's because you don't have noise producting resistors in the signal 
paths. Is that right? 


We now return you to bickering about who has the better Extra. BTW, can 
someone tell me how to hook up my SWR meter? I lost the manual.

I can understand the confusion Steve, as you didn't see the actual article. 
Lenny explains in detail how it's actually a Class D/E amplifier -- an 
electronic switch feeding a resonant load, delivering as much power as 
possible to the load through the switch while preventing power dissipation 
in the switch itself. The amp is ideally driven by a square wave (or by 
pulses, as you mentioned) and is described very nicely on Glenn Leinweber's 
(VE3DNL) website located at 

http: //engphys.mcmaster.ca/~elmer101/effamp/effamp.html. It's part of the 
Elmer 101 series, I believe. 


In fact, now that I think of it, Glenn's web page description is an 
xexcellent*x explanation of Chris' original question of why the transistor 
itself doesn't get hot. He describes why the final transistor doesn't even 
need to be heatsinked: no signal transition time spent in the linear region 
of the transistor, thus no saturation loss and no transition/switching 
losses. And this operation is corroborated by the low-temperature, 
high-efficiency (82%) results that W2BVH documented. 


The trim pot on the gate of the MOSFET is used to find the transistor's bias 
point and sets operation just below it. The IRF510 has a gate threshold of 
anywhere between 2 and 4 volts, and this is the point where the gate voltage 
starts having an effect on the drain current. 


Your suggested changes for presenting a regulated bias and constant input 
impedance are good observations, thanks.
